Present plans are to select pilot 
counties to do iiitensive work on 
farm and h(Hne tkveloimient. In 
other counties, the work will 
probably be d<me tm a county- 
wide basis, working with a given 
number of farms and hmnes se- 
lected thrcn^hout the cmmty. To 
make this work peeMble. the Ex- 
tension Service {proposes to place 
25 assistant agents (18 asiistant 
agricultural agents and 7 assis- 
tant htnne Agents) in the pilot 
counties. The counties are now 
being chosen. 

In addition, plans are to round 
out the Qounty units by placing 
home demon^ratitm agnits in 
the counties which do iM>t now 
have them. These counties are 
Craig. Oloucester. King Oeorge, 
Lee, Mathews, Middtesez, North- 
umberland, and Wise. 

The five auperV^OTy districts 
now have an average of 20 coun- 
ties eec(h. DMoghtrey says with 
the increasing work load and the 
increasing responsiUIities of the 
district supervisora, the areas are 
too large for effective supervision.

The kitchen Is. or ought to be.

The advantage of thawing be- 
fore cooking, according to Faith 
Penton of the New York State Ex- 
periment Station, Is that you can 
cook the thawed meat as you 
would fresh meat. But meat must 
be cooked soon after thawing to 
avoid excessive dripping of Juice. 
Dr. Penton says. 

Fhom research, here are ap- 
proximate thawing times as a 
guide for the cook's convenience: 

Thawed In the refrigerator (40 
to 50 degrees F) steaks an inch 
thick take 12 hours; small roasts, 

3 to 4 hours a pound: large roasts. 

4 to 6 hours a pound. 
Thawing at room temperature 

'70 to 75 degrees F» Inch thick 
steaks take 2 to 3 hours per pound. 

Faster method of thawing Is 
with an electric fan. Dr. Fenton 
does not recommend this method 
for large roasts, however, because 
meat does not thaw evenly and 
there is excessive loss of juice 
from the outer, thawed part of 
the ixwist. Thawed by an electric 
fan, inch thick steaks take 1 to 
2 hours; small roasts take 11-2 
to 2 hours a pound. 

Thawing meat under cold run- 
ning water is not recommended 
by Dr. Penton because meat tends 
to gain water even though it is 

wrapped.

Why Do People Fall? 

Fatal falls of persons are in- 
creasing year by year, according 
to information coming to my of- 
fice. 

Actually there are three ways, 
and only three ways, to fall. First 
—you can fall from something 
high to s(miething low. For ex- 
axKple you can fall oft a lad^r. 
a chair. <»■ a scaffold. Second— 
you might fall over something, 
like a misplaced tool the gantan 
hose. <H- a t<qr. The third type of 
fall is on a slippery substance. 
Whtn you spill grsMC or oil and 
do not wipe it up. someone may 



slip and fall on it. 

These three simple ways for 
falls to happen make it seem ri- 
diculous that falls head the list 
of all home accidents. It is ridi- 
culous because they could hav 
been prevented so easily. It is 
NOT ridiculous when you see the 
results. 14,400 people were killed 
from falls last year. 

Let's remember these simple 
rules so that we won't be listed 
among the slipping and falling: 

1. Look where you are going. 

2. Hold ohto hand rails when go- 
ing up and down steps. 



3. Never leave anything where 
anyone can fall over it. 

4. Always use a sturdy ladder or 
stool for reaching high places. 

5. Don't over-reach when on a 
ladder or a stool. 

6. Always wipe up immediately 
anything which has been skill- 
ed. 

7. Keep steps and stairs well light- 
ed and in good repair. 

Remember, it Is easier to repair 
a "broken staircase or tedder than 
a broken body.

LOSING LCADES8H1P? 

Some months ago, it will be recalled. Secretary 
Dulles said that this co;^ntry might be forced to 
make an "agonizing reappraisal" of its foreign policy, 
but that he hoped this would not happen. Now it has 
happened, and it, Is obvious that the "agonising 
reappraisal" is underway. 

The crowning blow, of course,* was France's 
refusal to join the European Defense Community. 
That, to all intents and purposes, means the end 
of EDC-and for rtiora than thriiti years EDC has^baen 
a cornerstone of American anft<Communl« strategy. 
Our irony here is that EbC was a French concept In 
the first place, and that It was vigorously supported 
by former French Premiers and other top officials. 
But nationalistic feeling seems to be running strong 
in France these days. The Idea of French soldiers 
serving along sidte of German soldiers In a supra- 
national army is, obviously, extremely distasteful to 
the majority of the French people. And fear of a 
resurgent Germany— a fear forged In two wars in 
which France sustained human and material destruc- 
tion on a ghastly scale-dominates French thinking. 
There is another irony in this— for, EDC or no EDC, It Is 
perfectly plain that German rearmament is as certain 
as anything c«in be in this chaotic world. But that 
didn't change the French attitude. 

It is said that Britain could have saved EDC. But 
she would not give military forces to it even though 
she approved the idea. It is also said that French 
communists and fellow-travelers killed EDC. But the 
fact remains that French leaders, who are as passion- 
ately opposed to Communism as anyone, were 
against the plan. The death of EDC was certainly a 
victory for Communism, but, just as certainly, it was 
not achieved by the Communists. 

What has happened is that U. S. leadership of 
the West is no longer anywhere near as potent as 
It was. In England and in Europe there Is a very real 
fear that we have been too aggressive, and that 
other policies promise a better chance of avoiding 
a third world war of incalculable horror. U. S. News 
& World Report probably described the situation 
accurately when it said, "Friends and allies of the 
U. S. are going in for 'peaceful coexistence' with 
Communism whether the U. S. likes it or not." To 
many Americans, this course amounts to possible 
national suicide for the nations involved. But it is 
being advocated in high places not only in Eurqse, 
but in Japan and other Asian nations. 

The situation is further complicated/ from our 
point of view, by the fact that the sands ane shfftir^ 
under Adenauer's pro-American West Gentian gov- 
ernment. As Marquis Childs recently wroUe, 'Wiat 
comes after Adenauer no one will predict, except to 
say that it is almost certain to be bad-rtie nwurgence 
of rtw extreme Nationalist and former Nazi ^ces 
that already have begun to come back." 

These are among the great pfx>blems with whidi 
Washington must now deal. A bright note is fourwl 
in the confident determination with which the Presi- 
<tent, Mr. Dulles, and the other men involved are 
facing tlwm.

Sxposed as «« are to the nyn - 
aces of tMnnonuclcaf-aqpsraonK 
war, our Insecurity is manifest.

At- 
tempts at explaining away our 
International predicanuut in 
terms of errors l«r oui^leaders 
and by those of our Allies during 
and immedately after World War 
It are being made every day. Con- 
tinuing last week's article, t will 
further endeavor to explain and 
explore this line of thinking to 
clear up, if possible, any popu- 
larized misconceptions and to 
point out the occasional validity 
of certain of these ideas. 

the enemy we face in 19S4 is 
an immeasurably more complex 
and many-sided creattn-e than 
that of 1944. His weapons are not 
only military but also economic, 
idealogical, and political. He 
fights from without and within, 
employs all the conventional arms 
to further his cause and has, in 
addition, devised a well assorted 
set of notusonventlonal arms for 
which we are still busily search- 
ing counter-measured. 

Both Oerman and Japanese ag- 
gression were imtteiled bs essen- 
tially nationalistic motives. Al- 
though the Germans spoke of a 
union of Aryan peoples aiul the 
Japanese of Asia for the Asians,^ 
their actions fast indicated that 
what they meant was Burope for 
the Germans and AslA tat the 
Japanese. This made the struggle 
in the countries that they over- 
ran clearcut. I^ose Who wm^ed 
for the invaders Ui these couhtrles 
could hardly pretend to be patri- 
ots or idealists. 

For all the agents the Germans 
and Jakmnese had wortcing for 
them throughout the world, they 
tuttketheless comi»lsed i aaiall 
ghM# edbpared to Uie OMMU- 
tiXOsn ^HUff^en t«iM^ to <|6 y^e 
btddiif (H their tMlers in Ute- 
cow. ma^t R^iftA expansSbtt-

Actually, any 
ftritilsClce terms other than un- 
conditional surrenijler would have 
l«f t the pttpetr«toM and criminals 
of tihf l4lt war ih pdWer or at 
Uue at liberty to some day re- 
turn to power, tt is true that un- 
der other terms World War il 
might have been terminated ear- 
lier with many lives saved, but 
whether this would have had the 
same effect for the long run re- 
mains questionable. 

By the light of hindsight, al- 
ways the clearest, we can see that 
we, under the guidance of our 
military leaders, were obsessed 
with the idea of victory. The war 
was a sort of horrible game which 
we Were playing to win rather 
than a struggle by means of 
which we were to achieve certain 
specific political goals. As we soon 
unhappily found out the Russians 
were under no such delusions. 

YoUgoslavia and Iran are the 
only two of the world's countries 
which once occupied by Soviet 
troops have nonetheless remained 
free from RUssion control. Neither 
eastern £urope nor China were 
sold down the river, but they were 
incorporated under the red flag 
by men under arms. Had we been 
willing to take on a considerably 
larger s^are of the fighting in 
World War It and o( the occu- 
pations after It, we would have 
been in a position to assure a bet- 
ter peace. We fought to win in 
what seemed the most expedient 
imtnner, but the winning we 
thereby achieved has proved not 
nearly as expedient as we had 
hokied.

Protect Cropland 
Advises Expert 

Virginia faimeres are being ad- 
vised to establish vegetative cov- 
er crops this fall to protect crop- 
land which will be shifted from 
crop production in 1955. 

W. W. Lewis, agronmist at VPI, 
says the practice fits in with the 
cross-tcompliance of total acre- 
age allotments in the 1955 Agri- 
cultural Stabilization and Conser- 
vation program. It is suitable to 
land bein gtaken out of allotment 
cro|)s becauK of the allotment 
program but is not limited to such 
acreage. 

l*wis says information concern- 
ing this "year-round cover" prac- 
tice hu recently been released to 
county ASC Managers, and he 
urges study of the practice as ap- 
proved by the county ASC c«n- 
mittees. 

It is proposed that the 1955 
pn^ttim will provide for a seed- 
ing of summer cover crops such 
as sudan, millet, sorghum and 
cowpeas. Thus the feed pr<«ram 
in the form as pasture can be 
greatly supplemented in vintet 
pasture seeded in the fall of this 
year, summer clover seeded in 
1955, aiHl then seeded again to a 
cover in the fall of 1955.

Pall-Seed Pastures 
Before October 13 



Scattered rainfall in many 
are^^^f Virginia has improved 
soil moisture conditions foi- new 
pasture seedings. 

John F. Shoulders, associate 
agronomist at VPl, says seedings 
should bs made as soon as the soil 
is dry enough to work after a 
rain has thoroughly soaked it. 
If possible, hew seedings of pas- 
ture should be made by this week 
in Piedmont and west of the Blue 
Ridge. In Tidewater and eastern 
Virginia, seedings can be made 
up to October IS. 

Be sure there Is enoUgh lime 
in the soil to bring the pH \x^ to 
at least 6.0 - preferable 6.5. New 
pastures should also be fertlllaed 
adequately. When you are pre- 
paring the see^aed is the last 
chance you will have to wort the 
lime and fertilizer down deeply 
into the soil. This will encourage 
deeper root development and help 
pastures to withstand short peri- 
ods of dry weather. Use from 600 
to 1,000 pounds of a 2-12-J12 or 
5-10-10, depending on the present 
fertility level of the soil. 

Mixtures which'have given good 
results in all parts of Virginia 
on soils inclined to be wet are 
orchard grass and ladino clover. 
Cto soils inclined to be drouthy, 
try tall fe«5ue and ladino. By add- 
ing 5 to 8 pounds of a recommend- 
ed variety of alfalfa, or from 3 
to 5 pounds of red clover, to ei- 
ther one of the^ mixtures, you 
can increase the forage yield the 
first year. 

There are some important 
thills to i-emember when seed- 
ing pastures. Seed on a firm com- 
pact seedbed in which the young 
seedlings can bec(Hne established 
and get a constant supply of mois- 
ture after they have germinated. 
Cover seeds at a uniform depth. 
On average soils, 1-4 inch is a 
good depth for covering. On 
lighter soils, cover seed about 1-2 
inch deep. A commcmly used 
method is to r<A\ the seed-bed 
with a corrugated roller, then 
seed, then rcdl a^in to cover the

Sev- 
eral promising selections have 
been developed at VFI. 

pne important project of the 
fruit-breedtog section Is the hunt 
for Wild seedling eherry types 
which produce desirable fruit, and 
which are adapted to Virginia. 
Many wild cherries are found on 
farms throughout the neOAOOt 
and mountain sections of the GQd 
Dominion. Two promising speci- 
mens have been found. One is « 
black flrm-fleshdd cherry, the 
other a red seni-firm-fleshed 
sort. The researchers believe this 
project win result in some cher- 
ries which win. make It profitable 
to expand the industry In Vir- 
ginia.

Figures from the 24 Northeast- 
em and Cknithern statss partici- 
pating in the unprecedented 1954 
sununertime highway safety cam- 
paign, "Slow Down and Llvs," 
show an over-all- reduction of 8.4 
per cent in tra'ffic deaths for the 
month of July this year as com- 
pared with the same month )ast 
year, it was announced this week 
tef the secretaries of the two 
groups of states. 

Hlgtiway deaths in tlw region, 
which includes every state from 
Maine to Texas, totaled 1,288 this 
July. Last years' figure was 1,- 
376 for the nuntfli. 

The 11 JUattii/tu^tn states tak- 
ing part In ttf safety move re- 
port an ov«r-^ drop of 10.2 per 
cent below the 1953 level. The 13 
Southern states report a drop of 
i per cent, ftor the 24-state area 
the reduction represents a saving 
of 88 lives in the month.

iod last year. A total of 275 lives 
have been saved in the first 65 
days of the 102-day project.

"A total of 94 children under 
15 years of age were killed in Vir- 
ginia traffic last year," Art Col- 
enda, of the Virginia Beach Lions 
Club, said today. 

Mr. Colenda, who is Safety 
Chairman of the Virginia Beach 
Lions Chib, said that this terrible 
child death toll in Itaelf would 
■be reason enough for the child 
traffic safety program which his 
group is sponsoring this month in 
Va. Beach in coo|ieration with 
the Governor's Highway Safety 
Committee. 

"But the number of fatalities 
Is only part of the picture," he 
said. "In addition, 3.505 children 
were injured In traffic craihM in 
1953, accordng to th9 Q<nat^$ 

pointed out. Will leave the youth* 
f ul victims fflaimed or ietmNl iok 
life. 

"There is no Quick, e«ay rtmedy 
for this deploralde situation on 
our streets and highways," he 
said. 

"Instead, It will take a long 
range program of public educa- 
tion to bring about a lasting im- 
provement. Motorists must come 
4o realise their responsibility for 
the lives of unpredictaAile children 
and must exercise extra caution 
(When driving In areas where 
youngsters may be walking or 
playing. And parents, too, must 
ibe made to understand the seri- 
ous danger involved, and teach 



their childnn safety precautions. 

"Many people today do not 
realize that traffic is the number 
one killer of children between the 
ages of one and 14." 

Traffic accidents kill more chil- 
dren in this age group than any 
one of the highly-publicized child- 
hood diseases, Colenda said. 

"National figures for 1953, show 
that for the one to 14 age group 
there are 4,404 deaths due to mo- 
tor vehicle accidents, ' he said. 

"This was five times as many 
child deaths as were caused the 
same year by polio, and three 
times as many as were caused by 
tuberculosis, lliere were 800 few- 
er deaths from pneionoiUft and 
900 fowtr from eaQa9r. ifi all iti

The European Defense Com- 
nunlty, never more than a hope, 
iras conceived In desperation and 
t>orn in controversy. Although 
mortal ills attacked all of Its 
memlbers, liberal ministrations 
and foFcefulness on the part of 
Doctor USA almost managed to 
save it. The heart, however, of 
this ephemeral body considered 
itself alien and hostile to the new 
being and after th'-ee years of 
inner struggle succeeded in kill- 
ing and fast burying what has 
proven to be but a stillborn dream. 
Now the Doctor, who was also 
probably the father of this ill- 
fated unkhown, is frantically 
seeking an heir. 

"The King is dead. Long live 
the King!" But in this country, 
the land of Western Europe, civil 
war has been the rule rather than 
the exception. Each side has im- 
posed its occupation and recon- 
struction on the other, and in be- 
tween spats and waving of the 
bloody shirt has been fairly con- 
tinuous. Finding a new sovereign, 
;.a MODUS VIVENLI including a 
solid defense, which will please all 
the major, parties is an impossible 
problem for which a solution must 
be found. 

France and Germany, formerly 
two collossl of the Continent,, are 
•now dwarfed by the monster to 
the East. During the three years 
since the foreign ministers of 
these countries affixed their sig- 
natures to a treaty which would 
have tightly bound them for fifty 
years. Prance has lost a disas- 
trous, war in Indochina, has had 
to face simmering revolt in her 
North African protectorates, has 
been bedeviled by shai-p political 
division &t jiome and has grown 
progressively weaker. Germany, 
busily modernizing and rebuilding 
with much American aid, has— 
under the, sape leadership for the 
last six years — increased produc- 
tion, productivity, exports, and 
has grown progressively stronger. 

M. Mender ^ance has decided 
that his country is not powerful 
enough to fully play the role 
which previous French govern- 
ments created for her. dance's 
equality with Germany in any in- 
tegrated European system would 
have been in name only. The task 
he has cut out for himself- is to 
j>ring the archaic French economy 
up to date. If he can succeed in 
lowering prices and raising wages 
(in other words increasing out- 
put per man hour) and i» amel- 
iorating France's atrocious hous- 
ing shortage, his country does 
contain idl the ingredients' which, 
properly combined, can provide a 
bastion of Western strength. 

Bpt this, if and when it is ever 
achieved, will take a good deal 
of time. Even the Fi-ench realize 
that a definition of West Ger- 
many's international position can- 
not be delayed indefinitely. Un- 
like Prtnce where cabinets rise 
and fall on domestic issues, in 
Grermaijy the touchstone of poli- 
tics has traditionally been for- 
eign policy. If Chancellor Ade- 
nauer's Western oriented policy 
of moderation should prove whol- 
ly unsuccessful, there is an ever- 
present danger that the German 
i people may fall prey to leaders 
j with more extreme ideas. i 

I It has been the desire to retain^' 



the Boim UepvlbUe's Western or- 
ientation and her continued ad- 
herence to a moderate line, not 
the danger of an imminent Rus- 
sian invasion, that haa sent Sec- 
retary of State Dulles scurrying 
to and from Europe in between 
the SEATO Conference and the 
United Nations opening, and Bri- 
tish Foreign Secretary Eden 
swinging through all the E.D.C. 
capitals. TWe Eden trip was di- 
rected at sounding out Continen- 
tal reaction to a British alterna- 
tive ■ to the dsfanct Community. 
Dulles' trip was primarily a ges- 
ture attempting to mitigate the 
great deception of the Germans 
at the collapse of E. D., to bol- 
ster the Pto-American Chancellor, 
and to point out to the French a 
possible new direction of Ameri- 
can policy in Europe. 

E. D. C. was widely accepted 
in this country as a good means 
of resolving the German problem. 
Now there is no shortage of prom- 
inent voices each propounding a 
new scheme or variation of an old 
one, and all arguing that theirs 
will best, servo the interests of a 
peaceful Germany and a peaceful 
world. Unfortunately most of 
these give Germany more liberty 
and France less guarantees than 
either would have had under 
E. D. C. Thus chances of their 
acceptance in Paris are slim. 

France, apparently will accept 
Germail rearmament only if it Is 
carefully limited and controlled 
and then only with British and 
American guarantees to maintain 
troops on the Continent. The Un- 
ited States has declared itself in 
favor of West German demands 
for sovereignty and full equality 
in the family of nations. There is 
et^ disparity between th*e two 
views which must ba reconciled 
if the Western Alliance is not to 
be torn asunder. By submitting 
herself to a system of arms con- 
trol and inspection, Prance may 
be able to resolve one part of this 
dilemma. But the question of fu- 
ture United States and British 
participation still leaves the whole 
thing hanging very much in the 
air. 

The main design of American 
policy in Europe is to fix Ger- 
many in .the Western orbit. With- 
out Franco-German reconciliation 
this can hardly be assured. 



Sweet Potato 
Seed Available 

The Association of Virginia Po- 
tato and Vegetable Growers has 
available for Virginia farmers a 
substantial supply of Vates Oold- 
en sweet potato seed, it was an- 
nounced today by W. R. Goffigon, 
President of the Association. 

This seed has all been grown 
from cuttiqgs, and was gi-own un- 
der the direct supervision of the 
Virginia Truck Experiment Sta- 
tion. 

Considerable interest in this 
new variety developed by the Vir- 
ginia Truclf Experiment Station, 
has been evidenced by sweet po- 
tato fanners because of its earli- 
ness and higji yield characteris- 
tH». It is in great demand as a 
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Increaii ly V A 

Nearly 3,300,000 veterans and 
certain dependents of deceased 
[ veterans will, reqeive a 5 per cent 
increase in monthly disability and 
death compensation and pension 
payments effective October 1, 
under two bills signed by the 
President on August 28, according 
to information released by Thom- 
as A. Moore, afea director of the 
, Virgina division of the War Vet- 
erans' Claims, in the old Tele- 
phone Building in Norfolk. Moore 
explains that i^is increase will 
be reflected in checks for Octo- 
. ber due about the first of Novem- 
I ber this year. These two laws will 
I effect thousands of claimants in 
his area which is composed of the 
cities of Norfolk, Virginia Beach, 
South Norfolk, And the counties of 
Accomac, Northampton and Prin- 
cess Anne. 

Moore explains that the Veter- 
ans Administration has' requested 
that veterans and de.pandents of 
veterans not write to the adminis- 
tration concerning the increase, 
because the increases will be pay- 
able automatically. 

The new laws will Inc/ease ser- 
vic2-connected, payments to 2.- 
036,000 veterans and 311,400 de- 
pendents of deccEssd veterans; 
i and increase non service connected 
' paymsnts to 844,700 veterans and 
520,000 dependents of deceased 
veterans. 

' Moore says his office will be 
glad to give the specific increases 
under the new laws to anyone 
who calls him, but that he cannot 
give all the figures in any news 
release because of their complex- 
ity. 

I However, the old compensation 
I law for Veterans with wartime 
j service-connected disability ran 
from $15.75 for a 10 per cent rat- 
I ing to $172.50 for a 100 per cent 
j rating; whereas the new rates run 
from $17.00 for 10 per cent rating 
to $181.00 for 100 per cent rating. 
There are quite large increases 
In those additional monthly sums 
to certain seriously disabled vet- 
eerans, such as those who have 
lost, or loss use of, limbs, or para- 
plegias, blindness, etc. 

Although there were no increas- 
es in the rates for widows with 
children, or for children alone for 
the service-connected death com- 
pensation, increases' in excess of 
5 per cent were granted to the wi- 
dow without children and depend- 
ent parents of deceased veterans 
who died in service or as a result 
of wartime service disabilities. In 
these classes, » widow with no 
children now receives $75, where- 
as the new law raises the benefit 
to $87 p* month. A dependent

The rates for veterans of peace- 
time service only, and for the de- 
pendents of those who died as a 
result of disability incurred dur- 
ing peacetime service can be fi- 
gured at a rate of 80 per cent of 
the wartime rate. There are no 
peacetime benefits for non-service 
disabilities or death. 

Under the Pension Act, veterans 
of World War I, World War H 
and the Korean conflict wilt have 
their non-service pension rate in- 
creased from $63 per month to 
$68.15. 

Those pensioners who have at- 
tained the age of 85, or who have 
drawn pension continuously for 
10 years or more, now receive $75 
per month, which will be increased 
to $78.75 per month. 

Rates for those bedridden or 
blind persons needing constant 
aid and attendance of another 
person will be increased from 
$129 to $135.45 per month. 

For non-service death pension, 
a widow with no children will re- 
ceive an ^prease from $48 to 
$50.40; a similar widow with one 
qijnor child will receive increase 
from $60 to $63 per month; and 
the increase for each additional 
child will be raised from $7.20 to 
$7.56. Where these are minor chil- 
dren but no widow there are al- 
so increases of approximately 5 
per cent. The exact figures may 
be obtained by phoning Moore's 
office. 

Increases were also granted for 
the veterans drawing service pen- 
sions or disability compensation 
ani^ pehsion of the Spanish Amer- 
ican Wars, the Indian Wars, Civil 
War and Mexican War. 

Widows of these veteetans of 
earlier cam<pai|ens also received 
increases of approximately 5 per 
cent. 

The additional compensation for 
service-connscted disablhty that 
is payable to veterans with depen- 
dents, wlio are rated 50 per cent 
or more disabled, was not increas- 
2d in amount for dependents. 

The statutory allowance of $47 
payable for loss of a limb, and 
certain other disabilities, was not 
increased; nor was there an in- 
crease in the $67 per month for 
arrested service-connected tuber- 
culosis. 

Moore's office operates under 
laws of the Commonwealth of 
Virginia, and is maintained along 
with fifteen other area offices in 
Virgina for the purpose of render- 
ing free and trained service to 
veterans and their dependents on 
applications for benefits under 
any laws. The office is under the

But after five ip eight 
weeks, the borrowed antibodies 
pass out of the blood. The main 
use of gamma globulin then, is to 
safeguard against an epidemic or 
threatened exposure in the imme- 
diate future.

Of Vitamin "A" 

Plenty of vitamin A is the 
watchword for safe driving in the 
fan and winter months ahead, ac- 
cording to the National Dairy 
Council. If you are even mildly 
deficient in vitamin . A, it could 
cost you your life. 

A mild deficiency. Itself, would 
not kill you — but the impair- 
ment of vision which it can cause 
could make the difference while 
driving your car, particularly at 
dusk, or at night. "In 1953, 55 per 
cent of all fatal traffic accidents 
occurred at night. 

How does, this vitamin A work? 
' Vltanun A is parucularly vital 
for yoi^ eyes to perform "dark 
adaptation" — the speed with 
which your eyes adjust when you 
leave bright light to go into dim 
light or semi-darkness. 

Your ability for this function is 
put to test every time you pass 
the headlights of an on-coming 
car. The speed bf your sight re- 
action- to a change from light to 
darkness is related to vitamin A 
in your diet. 

The process of vision is initiat- 
ed by the vitamin A in your eyes. 
It is present in the photosensitive 
pigments in the light receptors of 
the retina. According to a recent 
Issue of Dairy Council Digests, a 
technical publication of the Na- 
tional Dairy Council, research has 
demonstrated that vitamin A ac- 
tually changes its shape in res- 
ponse to light and darkness mak- 
ing vision possible. 

Except during sleep, your eyas 
are constantly adjusting to dif- 
ferent degrees of light. The switch 
from bright light to dim, however, 
calls for an excess of vitamin A. 

Fortunately, states the National 
Dairy Council, there is enough vi- 

Machine Tells 
Egg Quality 

Some of the major factors con- 
sidered important when it comes 
to quality in eggs can now be de- 
termined mechanically. 

VPI specialists, reporting on re- 
sults of U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture research, say egg-size is 
determined by weighing the eggs 
as they are moved by a conveyor.

Dry weather has delayed seed- 
ing of new lawns in many parts of 
the State, but homeowners still 
have a chance to prepare for a 
carpet of green. 

A. O. Smith, Jr., associate hor-. 
ticulturist at VPI, says the results 
of some lawn studies will give 
homeowners an idea al how ta 
proceed. 

Lawn plots planted at the VPT 
attoretum August 20 included 18 
different grasses a^d five differ- 
ent treatments. After 20 days, 
without any watering, the best 
stand of grass is where straw was 
used" ai a light iiHilch'. '-'Wots 
mulched with vermlculite or saw- 
dust had a very poor germination, 
wHUe no grass has come up in 
plots without mulch. 

Rye grass germin.ated in 8 to 
10 days and has made the heavi- 
est growth. Redtop alone and with 
Kei^tucky bluegrass came up in 8 
to 10 days. Both have practically 
covered the ground where stra# 
mulch was used. 

When seeded the ground was 
dusty. The' seedbed was prepared 
with a disc and with hand tools 
to a depth of 3 inches. Fertilizer 
was mixed in soil before seeding. 
One light rain fell 3 days after 
seeding. The plots are in full 
sun.

If your di- 
gestion is normal, and your diet 
adequate, there's no other need 
for vitamin A — in fact, nutri- 
tionists s»y overdosing with high- 
ly potent conceAb-ates may be 
ittjurious.

Will individual Americans sup- 
port a strong policy in Indochina 
and in southeast Asia which might 
risk a shooting war? ^ 

It was under the Iwlief that 
they would not support such a po- 
licy that some congrrefsional lead- 
ers in the administration refused 
to back up Secretary of State 
John Poster Dulles and the policy 
he advocated . . . either united ac- 
tion or massive retaliation. Par- 
ticularly was this true this year 
with a congressional election com- 
ing up in Novemlbeer. Whether 
this is a true appraisal of the 
American pe<^le or not, has no 
place In this article. The fact re- 
mains that on this assiunption, 
true or false, the United States 
elected to bow in deference to Its 
two principal allies. Britain and 
Prance, at Geneva. Purther, the 
belief that the American people 
were sick of war and would no 
longer supiiort the Korean con- 
fliot, led to the almost frantic 
"peace at any price" settlement iii 
Korea. 

And so it remains to be seen 
whether or not, as Mr. Dulles pre- 



dicts, failure to follow a resolute 
policy now. win result In greater 
war danger within a few years. 
And so without accomplishing 
real peace, the American taxpayer 
win go on spending his tax mcmey 
:n both Indochina, and Korea, in 
Japan, in Fbnnoaa ... to main- 
tain the huge military and naval 
bases we have extending from 
Alaska and the Aleutian Islands 
down through Japan, Korea, For- 
mosa, Okinawa, the i^ilippines 
and other Pacific islands. We 
maintain an army of occupation 
in Japan and another large army 
is ragged along the truce line in 
Korea. In addition we are extend- 
ing loans, economic aid and Point 
Pour assistance in India, Pakistan. 
Nepal. Afghanistan, Indonesia, 
and Arabia. 

Our federal budget for 1954 In- 
cluded $800,000,000, exclusive of 
military-end items, programmed 
for tndochina. The budget for 
19SS asks for $712,000,000 exclu- 
sive of military-end items. We 
have given and will continue to 
give, technical assistance through 
the Poreign Operations Adminis- 
tration on repair and Improve- 
ment of roads, aiiporte, seaports, 
seed and crop improvement and 
other assistance. 



We are the Uggest imp(Mi«r of 
natural rubber from Indo- 
china, imp<Ht;ng some 72.000 me- 
tric tons last fiscal year. Alreac^ 
teams of POA technical experts 
are in Indochina making a re- 
appraisnl for Point Pour and eco- 
nomic assistance needs in the re- 
malniiwr free area. There are 
those in the isolationist group in 
Congress who declare, as they 
have on all the economic aid ih'O- 
grams, that this American money 
is Just being poured down the 
drain. In this case, money going 
to Indochina is also a suj^iort for 
the whole budgetary position of 
the French nation which includes 
the French commitments to 
NATO in Europe. Without this 
help in Indochina Ptance could 
not have met her commitments to 
support NATO which this coun- 
try ccmsiders vital to the buttress- 
ing of the entire western world 
against CcMnmunlst Russian im- 
perialsm in Europe. 

So aside from the human ele- 
ment these are some of the stakes

the American peoirie have in In- 
dochina. Up to this day it has not 
been the American way to desert 
an ally nor a weak nation seek- 
ing its own liberty as Is Indo- 
china. 

There is clear evidence that as 
a result of the uneasy Korean 
truce, berth Russian and the Chi- 
nese Reds were able to divert huge 
quantities of ammunitions and the 
materials of modern warfare to 
the Indochinese front. And Ijoth 
nations fumLshed some manpow- 
er at the division level in experi- 
enced officers. While there is no 
open proof any Chinese army was 
used in the invasion of Laos, or 
in the fighting in north Vietnam, 
there is plenty of evidence that 
the cease-fire in Korea permitted 
the Reds to step up their aggres-

Many a marine has heard the 
inry, "Get a slingshot!" The re- 
mark usually refers to one's in- 
ability to hit a target. However, 
one Marine took it seriously, got 
a slingshot and actually qualified 
on the regular .45 pistol course at 
the San Dtego Recruit Training 
Center. 

He is Master Sergeant Prank O. 
Freeman ol Peasacola. Pla.. now 
serving with the First Marine Air- 
craft Wing in Korea. He r?allv 
doesn't heed a slingshot .since he 
is a distinguished rifle and pistol 
shooter, and has l>een firrm ir 
Marine Corps and cvilan matches 
snce 1947. 

Last year he missed the Wa-h- 
ington State Hlgh-Pownr Rifle 
Championship by three points. 
Despite many medals for rifle and 
pistol shooting, Freeman claims 
his favorite weapon is a slinq- 
shot — and he is never wthout 
one. The one he ases in Korea to- 
day is made of ashwood with a 
12-inch natural rubber sling. He 
has used it since 1949. 

Freeman began using a sling- 
shot when he was five years old.

That 
his first flying target, thottitfi 
had killed running blue 
and pheasant. 

'Most people don't realise it." 
Freeman explaMH, "but a pr"^yr- 
ly used ahngshot can be a deMUy 
weapon. With a 200 grain slug and 
a 36-pound pull a rabbit can be 
killed at 30 yards. I've reachrt 
250 yards without difficulty." 

Fieeman's experience at 0» 
San Diego range began when te 
noticed a young recruit havffs 
trouble firing a .45 calibre pisttdL 
Freeman said he thought he 
could qualify with a sling^t, and 
did. He used expended .45 calibre 
slugs and during the rapid fira 
held four slugs in his right hand. 
He qualified with a score of 260^ 
not bad shooting with or withoot 
a sling.shot.

James River Plantations Open to Visitors 



HOME OF LEE'S MOTHER. 
TWO PRESIDENTS INCLUDED 

The most historic group of 
,: plantations in the country — those 
along the James River in Virginia 
— will be open for the first time 
in the autumn at the peak of fall 
color on OctoAier 15 and 161. En- 
tire proceeds from this event will 
benefit Westover Church, an ori- 
ginal part of the first parish In 
this country. The plantation own- 
ers, all mfmbers of the present 
parish, have agreed to this first 
fall tour in order to restore the 
church to its original simple dig- 
nity, according to the Virginia 
Travel Council. 

To be seen are the nomes of two 
Presidents of the United States, 
the home of the mother of Gen- 
eral Lee, the "longest house on 
the North American continent," 
what is said to be the "second old- 
est house on the Eastern Sea- 
board" and the most famous 
Georgian mansion in the country. 
One plantation was settled In 
1613. two (n 1619, and the church 
parish itself, once an Integral 
part of the first Jamestown set- 
tlement, brought the first English 
B ble to this country In 1607. the 
first communion chalice — still 
in existence and to be displayed 
for the tour ->- in 1617. Located 
in picturesque Charles City Coun- 
ty, Vii-ginia, on Virginia Route 5 
between Richmond and Williams- 
burg, the pilgrimage to benefit the 
church is appropriately to be 
called Charles City's Open House. 

The eight diverse homecs 
SMip four centuriecs of our na- 
tional history, imarfclng drama- 
tieaUy its brave beginning, mag- 
nificent middle and eternal en- 
durance. Upper Weyanoke. ne- 
vw before opened to the public. 
was originally built around ttie 
year list as a garrison house 
for aettfers' protactlmi againat 
the IndfauB. After the maaaaere 
9t 1622, an edict had been amt 
out tmm tl*ta- majesties' gov- 
ernment In WilUamsbniT that

Next in point of age is Slilr- 
ley. the home of General Lee's 
mother, a land grant orlghially 
settled in 1813 and now domin- 
ated by an 18th century man- 
sion unchanged until 1770, still 
in possession of the Carter fa- 
mily, displaying what must be 
the finest collection of original 
portraits, silver, chhia and fur- 
niture in the country.

Is beauUfuUy re- 
stored to what must have been 
Its appearance at the height of 
Its historic glory. 

Said to be the oldest 3-8tory 
brick dwelling m Virginia, it was 
built by Benjamin Harrison, a 
leader in Colonial life, inherited 
first by his son — a Colonel by 
the same name who signed our 
nation's most revered document, 
and second by his grandson, Wil- 
liam Hennr Harrison, who became 
our President, as well as grand- 
father of another Pmident. Ben- 
jamin Harriscm. 



Thanksgiving, in accordance with 
Church of England services, was 
held hehe; that "Taps" were com- 
posed here in 1862; that experi- 
ments made at that same date by 
a young German named Zeppelin 
here to Observe MoClellan, re- 
sulted in the later world famous 
Graf-Zeppelin balloons. 

Crowding Shirley and Berke- 
ley for glory Is the thfa^ of their 
famous triumvrate, incompar- 
able Westover. that mansion 
most generally described as 
Georgian perfection. Built about 
1730 by WUUam Byrd II. who 
founded Richmond, Westover's 
impressive facade of mellow na- 
tive brick is in familiar pictures 
synonomous with architectural 
superiority. Its extensive box 
gardens enclosing the builder's 
elaborately inscribed tomb, its 
vast lawn sweeping the river, 
its famous gates (the only sur- 
vivors of a more ample age still 
left to any country ;house in 
America), have for three een- 
turies drawn Interested observ- 
ers and are often open to the 
public.

The VeterttDs Administration 
direct loan program, to aid veter- 
ans in the purehaae o{ consola- 
tion of hiMues <»- farmhouses in 
areas where iwivate finuiclng is 
not available, has been e«ten(tod 
and increased under a law signed 
by the President in the latter part 
of August. 

Veterans ahready on the waiting 
lists for direct OI loans in the 
areas which are eligible will have 
first call on the funds available in 
their respective areas. VA said. 
' VA's direct loan authority end- 
ed under iH^vious larw op June %, 
1954. A Joint resolution of the 
Congress extended that authority 
until July 31, 1954, and the new 
law extends the program further 
until June 30, 1M5. 

The new law authorizes the 
treasun-y to advance VA up to 
$150,000,000 in quarterly allot- 
ments of $37,500,000 during the 
current fiscal year. This is $50.r 
000,000 more than was authorized 
for the direct loan program during 
each of the two previous years. 

The newly authorized funds jvill 
be distributed to eligi^ble direct 
loan areas in quarterly allot- 
ments. 

There were 39,000 veterans on 
the waiting list on June 30, 1954. 
in the eligible areas to receive

During the four years the di- 
rect loan program has been in <h>- 
eration, VA has made I<»ns to 
49,311 veterans and reserved suf- 
ficient funds for another 7.536, 
for a total of more than $403,500,- 
000. 

Through June 30, 1954, only 90 
direct loans hava resulted in fore- 
closure or voluntary conveyance 
to the government in lieu of 
foreclosure. This is approximately 
one-fifth of <Mie per cent of the 
loans closed. 

Although VA direct loans are 
limited to $10,000, the average 
loan amount is $7,098.

iorms ot the disease is so small 
ftMt it has not been isolated up 
to this time. 

The leukosis germ is many 
times passed from the hen thru 
to her egg. The disease either 
Mosed by this method or by in- 
enlNitlng several eggs carrying the 
Tims and infecting all the chicks 
as ttiey hatch in the incubator. 
By the time you receive your 
^hicks in the mail it has already 
lieen decided whether or not y>^u 
will be affected by one or several 
forms of leukosis.

The Princess Anne County 
Board of Supervisors approved on 
final reading Mcmday the propos- 
ed master zoning plan for the 
county, with Blackwater and Pun- 
go Magisterial Districts being 
eliminated from its restrictions, 
along with the southern half of 
the Seaboard District. 

The unrestricted portion of 
the Seaboard District, and the 
Pungo and BKkckwater IMstricts 
were set up as an agricultural, un- 
restricted district, and comprise 
chat portlMi of the county sooth 
of a line from Princess Anne 
Court House to Sandbridge. How- 
ever, the ordinance as passed does 
not exempt those portions from 
the "setback" requirements on 
property lines along highway 
,1ghts-of-ways — 75 feet for road 
right-of-ways less than 50 feet in 
width and 50 feet for right-of- 
ways exceeding 50 feet. 

Two other changes were made 
in the ordinance prior to final 
jassage. They were: 

The first was the elimination of 
the "Certificate of Occupancy" 
which would have required each 
property owner in the county to 
show that all building, electrical 
and plumbing ordinances had 
been complied with prior to oc- 
cupancy of the building. 

The second lowered thi mini- 
mum penalty for violations of the 
zoning regulations from $50 to $5 
and raised the maximum to $500.

©f w». However great may iae the shock to relatives 
When the taterul telegram arrives from the Defense 
l>^>arTment, mere is always the thin cushion of slight 
•xpeciancy deep within tne hearts of loved ones, but 
wr^n The taterui words come in.peacetime, and when 
the loved one is in a spot far removed from any of 
the so-called "trouble spots" of our modern world, 
the shock is much greater. 

Such was the shock experienced early this week 
by AAr. and Mrs. John F. Winn, Jr., of Virginia l^ach, 
when intormed by the United States Air Force that 
their son, Lieut. John F. Winn, III, had been kil^ in 
acrion. An apparemly routine flight in an F-89-C 
Scorpion, in which he was radar observer, ended in 
a crash thjit took his life and perhaps those of his 
fellow crew members. Details are meager. . 

Young Winn, only 25 years of age, was well- 
krK>wn and admired by his host of friends at Vir- 
ginia Beach ,where he had made his home with his 
parents since 1932. He had attended Willoughby T.^ 
Cooke School, and gone on to higher education at 
Augusta Military Academy and the University of Vir- 
ginia, acquitting himself with honor in both places. 

He entered the Army in 1952, just a few days 
less than two years ago. That he had served his coun- 
try well is attested by his rapid rise to the important 
position he occupied in the Air Force. 

Many prayed for his safety when it was first 
learned he was missing. This action attests the affec- 
tion in which he was held here. That same depth of 
feeling now is transferred to his parents, who may 
take what consolation there is In the fact that al- 
though it was in peacetime. Lieutenant Winn died in 
action for his country, a hero truly as great as had 
he been engaged In combat with an enemy. 

MEN OF FOHESIGHT 

With a certainty almost beyond the ^shadow of 
a doubt, -Virginia Beach will, within the' next year 
or so,, begih to profit tremendously from the fore- 
slghtedness of a small group of local men, and others 
from both Virginia and North Carollfii^ho envi- 
sioned, planned, and are about to see the fruition of 
a dream of many years — the Ocean Turnpike .from 
Virginia Beach to Nags Head, N. C. 

For the realization of this dream, provisional 
contracts have been let, and all that remains is the 
financing — a step which should, by the interest 
manifested by financial institutions, present no bar- 
riers. It is now thought that actual construction of 
the highway may begin no later than January, and 
be ready for traffic before Father Time draws the 
curtain on 1955. 

What the Ocean Turnpike will mean to Virginia 
Beach can readily be understood when it is realized 
that such a turnpike will channel a large part of all 
North-South tourist traffic (and business traffic, too) 
through the resort city. Stop-overs by hundreds or 
tens of hundreds of those vacationing in both the 
North and the extreme South should prove a boon 
to every business at the Beach and its surrounding 
territory. It will open up segments of Princess Anne 
County to a trade which should prove most benefi- 
cial from every standpoint. 

Another fast-breaking development which will 
"tie in" beautifully with thhe new turnpike is the 
projected tunnel under the Bay, providing a "chute" 
lo further entice tourists in this direction. And the 
fj^idening and boulevarding of Route 60 - Shore 
Drive - understood to be in the serious planning 
stages - wilf further advance the Virginia Beach 
prospect for an even brighter tomorrow. 

The new road will "take off" on its northern 
end from Atlantic Avenue in the south end of the 
resort, pass through Pendleton and skirt Dam Neck, 
then swing directly to the ocean and follow it with- 
in eye-shot practically every foot of the way to its 
southern extremity at Nags Head. 

The turnpike will be a toll road - but that toll 
charge will be made south of the Beach, near Sand 
Bridge by present calculations, and when the cost 
of construction and other expenses have been repaid, 
will become a free highway and part of the State 
highway systems of Virginia and North Carolina. 

Toll roads are nothing new to travelers — in 
fact they are to be found in many states of the Un- 
i<m — and the greft convenience of the Ocean Turn- 
pike, combined with its magnificent scenic beauty 
•nd histCH-ic connotations, should and will cause many 
e visitor to ttw regi<Ki to travel it for those reasons 
•lone. 

let us pay our respects to the men whose vision 
and iraklatigueabte effort have so capably advanced 
this great ur^Jertaking. It will stand as a monument 
to their civic tf^wghtfulness and unselfish effort. 
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TemporarUy, at leaat, the guns 
sre no longer bekhlng rain and 
mayhem in Kom and Xlndoehlna. 
Thus the conflict between the 
Chinese Communists, each of the 
two backed by a major antagon- 
ist of the cold war, has become 
the world's most acUve shooting 
spree and is potentially a source 
of lethal explosion. 

How great was the effect of the 
dire and loudly sponken threats 
of Senator KnoWland that he 
would engineer American depar- 
ture from the U. N. should Com- 
munist Chlha be admitted to that 
body, it ia hard to measure. The 
State Departaient apparently was 
stole wlthMt esimnne difficulty to 
line up enough fA our friends and 
alliea in the General Assembly to 
have the question of Chdnese rep- 
resentation put off until next 
year. 

Until then ft is likely to con- 
tinue a hot issue. Despite the Ust 
published by our U. n. delegation 
of nineteen Incidents of gross In- 
ternational misbehavior on the 
part of Red China, two of our 
NATO allies — Denmark and 
Norway — voted with the neu- 
tral Asians and the Communist 
bloc countries. The unpleasant 
truth is that they had the guts 
to talce a stand which several 
more of our European and South 
American frienc^ would have 
liked to have taken. Incurring 
American di^leasure and strain- 
ing the bonds of alliance were' 
what kept them from doing so. 

This does not mean that any of 
these countries approve or are 
in favor of a Communist regime 
for China. It does mean that they 
are unwiling to close their eyes 
tb the plain fact that almost all 
of China's more than 500 million 
people, whether they like it or 
not, are quite firmly under the 
grip of Mao Tze Tung and have 
been so for the last five years. 

Many of these countries con- 
sider America's support of Chiang 
Kai Shek similar to that tO. a child 
playing with fire in an atnmuni- 
tion dump adjacent to which are 
all of their homes. Now that the 
fighting in Korea has ceased, 
they fail to perceive why they 
should be cut off from a tatarket 
as well as from other Intercourse 
with a group as entumous as the 
Chinese ctnnprlse. Worst of all, 
when they look to us fOr leader- 
ship as the greatest of the world's 
free powers. Instead of seeing a 
positive, coherent, well Cimiiulated 
China policy, they observe only 
the zig sags of a badly scufTed 
d<»nestic political football. 

nnpertant as it Is that ow 
foreign frioids and alUes know 
and undnstand our policy, it is 
even more imp<»tant that the 
American pecqtle gain samt 
awaruMss of our Mms in this 
region and the means by which 
our leaders envisage achieving 
these aims. Do we plan w expect 
to liberate China or is it c<hi- 
tainment of the Cwnmunists that 
is our intention or a^iraUtm? 
If liberation, how is it to be ac- 
ccHUi^ished? If containment, what 
sort will it be: an iU;<miic rqMy 
EN GRAiNDE to a Communist In- 
vasion of som.t offshore tslaods, 
and which isluids, or an attonps 
at solely rep^Ung tlw invasion 
f<»ce? Wrli the contaiafB^ be 
ciHitinuousIy hostile and warlike 
or shall we try to c(«ie tosome 
sort of agreoneut with tlie new 



masters oi OOtiM or have w# es- 
chewed all hop* of agreement? 

Granted that these people are 
thoroughly unsmqnttoua as well 
aa extremely difficult and dan^ 
gerous to deal with. Still we 
haven't admitted that war la our 
only recourse. We have, however, 
enunciated no otlier course. Is 
it any wonder UMn that soou of 
oU^ alU«g hesitate to follow our 
lead when they have only the 
fifUntest glimmerings as to where 
they wlU be led? 

Liberation, a word oft repeated 
In the United States these days 
In connection with China, is 
sorrty ih need, of some careful 
and reillstlo examination and 
appraisal. Pitst. how do we know 
that the Chinese people desire 
liberation? The most impressive 
evidence of this, and one which 
much of the world has all too 
soon forgotten, was the whole- 
sale defection of Chinese prison- 
ers of wur In the Korean conflict. 
Most of these same men, however, 
fought fiercely Until they were 
captured. Thus although we have 
excellent Indications of rampant 
and deep •> felt dissatisfaction 
within China, we n^e equalUr 
excellent indications emphasising 
the vicelike hold of the regime on 
the people. 

If we're to take liberation seri- 
ously, It Is clear that we mean to 
liberate or help liberate the Chin- 
ese from Communist rule. What is 
much less clear is what other 
leaders would be more acceptable 
to the Chinese. They may be quite 
fed up with Mao, but that does 
not necessarily mean that they 
would be happy or even willing 
to take back Chiang or any pf his 
cohorts. Chiang no more than 
Mao ever gained office by popu- 
lar election, and there is no 
shortage of reliable accounts, by 
Americans who spent' years In 
Cldna, describing the disrepute 
into Which the Nationalist Oov- 
emment had fallen in the eyes 
of most Chinese during the years 
1945-1949. 

Next week I ^all att«npt to 
analyse the "hows" of liberation 
and containment, the place of 
Formosa and the Nationalists in 
our strategy, and a possible ulti- 
mate place for Chhia in our 
scheme of Uihigs.

Import- 
ant as our export msrkets are for 
some commoditiM, we must never 
lose sight of the fact that it la our 
dmnestic market which Absorbs 
about nine-tenths of the total an- 
nual production of our farms. 

"Agriculture has never prosper- 
ed when there are breadlines in 
the ctltes. Conversely, we have 
nevr known an agricultural de- 
pression when the rest ai the na- 
tion was enjoying good times."

It Is very 
eaar to go thibugh the storage 
houses In the ^ring and pick out 
the farms that have not been 
careful in handling their potatoes 
a(r harvest time. These bruised po- 
tatoes are cutting into your pro- 
fits considerably, and the prac- 
tice of using "heap rows" should 
be discontinued. Along the same 
Vne an ample number of boxes 
or baAets should be placed thru- 
out the field so that your work- 
ers win not tend to over-fill the 
baskets, resulting In bruising dur- 
ing hauling and atorage. We wouUI 
not handle eggs like we handle 
our sweet potatoes, and yet they 
are Just as susceptible to damage 
durlhg the harvesting operation.

The sweet 
potato Is one of the few crops for 
whteh you, tlw inUvktual grower, 
has Um direct revmaslblllty of 
producing the seed tat future 
cram. Therefore, it is wiUihi your 
power to itttrove or to let deter- 
iorate not only the variety which 
you grow Mt ateo the over-all 
quanty of ymir seed. I wouM cer- 
tainly lUce to see more farmers 
doing a Job of seed stock selection, 
and <«e of the beat ways that this 
can be done Is through individual 
hill selection at hsrvest tioK. I 
realize that it to a consuming i<A», 
awl would, therefore, stwgest that 
ii be done on a small scale, ta 
that way over a period of time the 
selection of a higher qtmlity, hen- 
vier yieidtaiff ptotato can be done 
on your farm and on ahy farm in 
the coun^. 

The first step in doing a J(^ of 
hill selectton is to plow out your 
potatoes carefuUly, trying to keep 
as many of the potatoes attschpo 
to the mottm plant aa possHile. 
The next step Is to go down the 
row, placing all of the potatoes 
from each hill on top of the row 
along with the tine. It is an ea^ 
matter for you to examine each 
hill carefully and discard any one 
showing evidehoe of disease or 
poor outside color.

Vertwn E. Kemp, executive- 
manager of the State Chamber 
and itthor of the idea, said the 
re<% iMte and blue label was de- 
signed to go on any type of pro- 
duet, in addition to the regular 
brand name, to identify a quality 
item frran Virginia. 

This year, the labels will be a 
free trial on apples, but as other 
products come in. a fee will be 
charged to back up the label with 
an advertising program in areas 
where products u^ng it are sold. 

"People all over the world have 
a warm spot in their hearts for 
Virginia, and this feeling might 
just as well be used to help sell 
the state's products," Kemp de- 
clared. 

At the «une time, top quality 
products carrying Virginia's name 
into all sorts of trade chaimels 
wouldn't do the state as a whole 
any harm, he added. 

"What we are aiming at," said 
Kemp, "is to build a reputation 
for Virginia products equal to the 
reputation enjoyed by Virgina as 
a state." 

As it will appear on apple packs 
this fall, the label is a red circle 
with a blue and white banner, 
carrying the legend, "A Product 
of Virginia — Traditional Qual- 
ity. State Inspected and Approv- 
ed." 

Apples were selected as a lead- 
off product because the apple in- 
dustry and the State Department 
of Agriculture have a quality pro- 
gram already set up in packing 
houses this year. 

•ftie apple program was origin- 
ally designed to help growers put 
up a better apple pack under US 
grades, but the department also 
worked out special standards for 
apples carrying the label. 

Only packs which meet the spe- 
cial standards «ill carry the label, 
and department apple inspectors 
will be on the packing line con-

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Thirty millicm youngsters in the 
United States have buckled down 
to the three "R's" and mothers 
of several million of them are now 
faced with the important task of 
providing interesting and nutri- 
tionally adequate lunches to go 
to school in lunch boxes. 

About 30 per cent of the pupils 
enrolled in primary and second- 
ary schools share in the govern- 
ment's national school lunch pro- 
gram, which provides, at cost, or 
free to -those unable to pay, good 
lunches which meet nutritional 
standards. But several millions 
of children carry lunch boxes to 
school. Seeing to it that these 
mid-day meals provide a third of 
the child's daily nutritional re- 
quirements is the number one 
meal planning problem in many 
homes. To smooth this school- 
day problem, here are some sug- 
gestions offered by the Sealtest 
folks of New York. 

A — Plan a week's luncheon 
menu in advance. 

B — ^Make sure that each lunch- 
eon contains an abundance of 
protective dairy foods, milk, but- 
ter, cheese and eggs. 

C — Use new and attractive 
lunch boxes and scientifically de- 
signed food containers which help 
sustain appetite interest and safe- 
guard good health. (If a cold li- 
quid is to be carried to school in 
a vacuum bottle, the container 
itself should be very cold when 
the liquid is put into it. If a hot 
liquid is to be carried, the con- 
tainer should be heated with hot 
water.) 

D— Dress up foods a child needs 
with flavors or condiments he na- 
turally likes. Make the school 
lunch box, attractive, varied, and 
occasionally containing a "sur- 
prise." 

E— Allow plenty of time on 
school-day mornings for prepar- 
ation of a full lunch meal. Ingre- 
dients can be placed readily at 
hand in refrigerator and cupboard 
the night before. 

P— Letting the children help 
pack their own lunches Is some- 
times an incentive toward getting 
the lunch consumed. 

O— As soon as the lunch box 
comes home, it should be cleaned, 
the vacuum bottle washed tho- 
roughly and left open to air.

One of the most dramatic and 
hopeful lessons we are learning 
today is that if we teach our teen- 
agers to drive properly, we can cut 
down on their accidents as much 
as 50 per cent! In fact, the re- 
markable story of behind-the- 
wheel driving courses in our high 
schools is a bright and happy 
spot in the whole traffic-accident 
picture. 

In Akron, Ohio, for instance, 
where the teen-aged driver pro- 
gram was started in 1948. there 
has not been one fatel accident 
involving a school-trained driver, 
though there have been 112 fa- 
tal traffic accidents in that per- 
iod, and non-trained teen-agers 
Dvvre in srane of them. In city 
after city come reports like this: 
"Our trained students make good. 
safe drivers." 

In Massachusetts, a study of 
1500 high school students "shows 
that drivers in the untrained 
group had nine times as many 
reportable violations as those who 
had received dassroon driving 




instruction, and mofe than ten 
times as many violations as those 
who received both classroom aiKl 
practice Instruction."
